sov officer appeared on scene about one hour after summoning . j

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MOVEMENT ANYWHERE WITHIN CITY LIMITS. SOV OFFICER BECAME OVER. 
BEARING AND ABUSIVE. US OFFICER REBUKED SOV OFFICER FOR LACK 
MILITARY COURTESY. SOV OFFICER, AFTER REITERATING ALLEGATION 
OF ILLEGAL ACTION AND STATING," SOONER OR LATER YOU WILL HAVE 
TO RECOGNIZE A SOVEREIGN STATE," RELEASED PATROL WHICH RETURNED 
WEST BERLIN WITHOUT FURTHER INCIDENT. DURING DETENTION: SOV 
OFFICER HAD NOTED THAT VEHICLE WAS SAME ONE DETAINED PREVIOUS DAY. 

PATROL CONSISTING SAME VEHICLE AND PERSONNEL AS IN AUG 28 
INCIOEHT, NOTICED AND FOLLOWED CONVOY OF EAST GERMAN SECURITY 
ALERT POLICE IN EAST BERLIN TODAY. NO RESTRICTED AREA SIGN 
PASSED. PATROL FOLLOWEO CONVOY ALMOST TO NORTHEAST BERLIN 
"SOVZONE BORDER, WHEN INTERCEPTED AND DIRECTED TO SIDE OF R0A9 
EY SECURITY ALERT POLICE (SAP) ON MOTORCYCLE BRINGING UP REAR.« 
REFUSING SAP REQUEST PRESENT IDENTIFICATION AND IGNORING 
EFFORTS DETAIN, PATROL TURNED AROUNO AND BEGAN DRIVE BACK TOWARO 
WEST BERLIN. SAME SAP ON MOTORCYCLE LEAPFROGGED AHEAD AND APPEARED 
IN COWANY OF TRAFFIC VOPO AT CROSSROAD. VOPO FLAGGED DOWN 
PATROL, AND SAP PARKED MOTORCYCLE IN FRONT OF PATROL, BLOCKING 
PASSAGE. VOPO DEMANDED IDENTIFICATION AND ORDERED PERSONNEL OUT 
OF VEHICLE. PATROL REFUSED AND DEMANDED SOV OFFICER. AT THIS 
POINT, MOTORCYCLE LEFT SCENE, OPENING PASSAGE. SINCE VOPO 
REFUSED EXPLAIN DETENTION, PATROL DROVE OFF AFTER PATROL LEADER 
STATEO, "I WILL AWAIT A SOVIET OFFICER AT FRIEDRICHSTRASSE." " 

AS PATROL PROCEEDED, IT OBVIOUS VOPO ALONG ROUTE ALERTED, SINCE 
SEVERAL ATTEMPTS MADE TO FLAG VEHICLE DOWN. VEHICLE IGNORED . 
THESE ON GROUNDS NO PROPER HALT SIGNAL GIVEN. VEHICLE FINALLY 
StOPPED BY RED TRAFFIC LIGHT VICINITY ALEXANDERPLATZ , WHERE IT 
OVERTAKEN BY SAMS SAP WITH VOPO ON BACK OF HIS MOTORCYCLE. 
VOPO STATIONED SELF 10 YARDS IN FRONT OF PATROL VEHICLE, 
ATTEMPTED DIRECT PATROL TO SIDE OF ROAD. AT THIS POINT, LIGHT 
TURNED GREEN AND PATROL DECIDED BYPASS VOPO. AS VEHICLE PASSED 
HIM, ALMOST BUWMNG HIM, VOPO LASHEO OUT WITH NIGHTSTICK IN 
APPARENT ATTEMPT STRIKE SERGEANT SEATED IN RIGHT FRONT SEAT 
THROUGH PARTLY OPENED WINDOW. NIGHTSTICK STRUCK AND CRACKED 
WINDOW. PATROL VEHICLE CONTINUED AND HAD ALMOST REACHED 
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FRIEDRICHSTRASSE WHEN eOXED IN BY SEVERAL VOPO AND OTHER 
VEHICLES. AFTER PROTRACTED ATTEMPTS BY VOPO TO EXAMINE 
IDENTIFICATION AND REPEATED DEMANDS BY PATROL FOR SUMMONING SGV 
OFFICER, VOPO FINALLY ANNOUNCED SOV OFFICER WAS ON WAY. THROUGH- 
OUT THIS PHASE DETENTION, VOPO ATTEMPTED UNSUCCESSFULLY PREVENT 
PATROL FROM REMAINING IN RADIO CONTACT WITH US MILITARY WEST 
BERLIN. SOV OFFICER EVENTUALLY APPEARED ON SCENE, PAINSTAKINGLY 
NOTED IDENTIFYING DETAILS Cr" PATROL. AFTER LENGTHY DISCUSSION 
AS TO WHETHER US VEHICLE AND PERSONNEL WERE SAME AS INVOLVED 
IN PREVIOUS DAY'S DETENTION, SOV OFFICER CALLED ATTENTION TO 
WARNING ISSUED PREVIOUS DAY AGAINST RE-APPEARANCE OF VEHICLE 
EAST BERLIN AND STATED, "THIS IS GROSS PROVOCATION. IT WILL BE 
PROTESTED TO YOUR HEADQUARTERS. I WARN YOU, NEXT TIME THIS . 
VEHICLE ENTERS EAST BERLIN, IT WILL BE DETAINED AND YOU WILL BE 
TAKEN TO SOVIET KOMMANDATURA . " SOV OFFICER ALSO MADE ISSUE OF 
USE OF RADIO, ALLEGING ONLY RADIO VEHICLES PERMITTED WERE POLICE 
AND TAXIS. PATROL RELEASED AFTER WARNING AND RETURNED WEST BERLIN 
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
